a LAUSANNE, JUNE 16, 
HE FEAR THAT GERMANY MIGHT TORPEDO

OUTSET BY DECLARING UNCOMPROMISINGLY 
THAT THE REICH DID NOT: PROPOSE TO RE- 
SUME THE PAYMENT OF REPARATIONS HAS 
BEEN DISSIPATED. : 


The discussions will be opened to-morrow by the 
German Chancellor, Herr von Papen, with a statement 
on Germany's economic situation, There is excellent 
reason to believe that his declaration will not constitute 
an out-and-out refusal to pay reparations, which would | 
naturally antagonise certain countries and would cer- 
tainly hinder the success of the conference, but will ex- 
plain Germany’s position, adding that the wiping off of 
reparations would bring an economic recovery. 


The impression that has emerged from Mr. Ram- 
say MacDonald’s eloquent opening address, is that any 
agreement for the cancellation of war debts is” still a 
long way off. 


During his address, as Chair- ¢ 
man, to the delegates of — the 
clyhtcen nations assembled at 
Lausanne, Mr, Ramsay Macdonald 
siressed the extreme gravity and 
urgency of the problem contront- 
ing them.

JAPAN - ATTAGKED 


“MANCHUKUO RECOGNITION 
: CONDEMNED 


_ Shanghal, June 16, 

An editorial in the China Times 
to-day regarding the Japanese 
Imperial Dict’s decialon to accord 
formal recognition to the Man- 
chukuo states that thia constitutes 
not only an open and direct 
challenge against the signatorics 
of the Lengue of Nations Covenant 
and Nino Power Treaty, but also 
serves ns a stepping stone to 
Japan'a complete -annexation of 
Manchuria, It continucs bitterly 
that Japan is gradually stiffening 
against the Powers with no at- 
tempt at juatification of their 
moves now, but openly act, know- 
ing that although the Powers 
champion justice and ‘righteous- 
ness, they love peace more. 

Therefore Japan ia able to con- 
front the Powers with a fait 
accompli, and ‘consequently the 
cholce to the world between war 
and a “Hawda Of policy. 

The paper - belleves that tho 
Japanene trick of according formal 
recognition to the territory lon 
coveted will result in the endow- 
ing of the Manchukuo with power

THE BOTANICAL AND 
FORESTRY DEPT. 


EXTENSIVE WORK TOWARDS 
PRESERVING VERDURE 


In his report on Inst year, the 
Superintendent of the Botanical 
and Forestry Department states: 

The whole of the areas known 
as the Fountain and Lower, 
Terraces, in the Botanie Gardens, 
were taken over by the Public 
Works Department for the site of 
a service reservoit, the formation 
of which was in progress at the 
end of the year. The toss of there 
{wo areas, which, were covered 
with turf and flower beds, has 
detracted much from the general 
appearance of the Old Garden. 
The majority of the small trees 
and shrubs were lifted: and re- 
planted in various parts of the 
Colony, but trees which were too 
large for removal; had to be 
ancrificed, 

The gate in Albert Road, gen- 
erally known as the North West 
Entrance, will, in consequence of 


‘relevelling of the terrace, be of no 


further service and will most pro- 
bably be replaced by’ a new 
‘entrance in Albany Road. When 
the service reservoir is completed, 
the roof will he covered with soil 
to form one larger fiat area in 
place of the two terraces on 
different levels. ‘ 


The aren to the extreme south 


of the Old Garden adjoining the 
junction of Garden and Bowen 
Roads, which had not previously 
heen developed, was cleared of 
wild trees and undergrowth; the 
whole of the slope was then 
{rimmed and a portion turfed, In 
addition to wrently improving the 
appearance of the area, a clear 
view of both angles of Garden 
Road can now be obtained by 
drivers of motor vehicles’ when 
approaching a dangerous turn. 


The Aviary. 


The aviary, with one exception, 
was stocked with birds which are 
natives of, or are found in South 
China, during the summer months. 

The total number of — trees, 
shrubs and pot plants, aotd turing 
the year was 2,313, 

Plant specimens of botanical 
interest and economic value and 
vegetable drugs were identified for 
Jocal collectors and institutions 
outside the Colony; small numbers 
of botanical specimens were — sitp- 
plied to various institutions ‘for 
tse in research work. Hight new 
books and 610 bulletins and other 
publications were’ added to the 
Library. 

Forestry Work. 


The extension of old and forma- 
tion of new plantations, by means 
of sowings in ait and broadcast- 
ing of seeds of Pinus Massoniana 
was carried on both on the Island 
and in the New Territories; owing 
to the nced for economy the areas 
were not so extensive as those 
dealt with in previous years, 
sowingy in sitte totalled only 
94,753 an against 277,193 in 1930. 
Areas dealt with were Mount 
Collinson, hills above ‘Stanley 
Mound Catchwater, Shek Li Pui 
reservoir and catchment, hills 
above Kowloon Tong, Taipo | Kau 
Forestry Reserve and Fan Ling. 

During the year 65 fires oc- 
curred as against 24 in .1930; 
s¢rious damage was done to 
plantitions at Stanley, where 800 
pines were, destrayed and over 
1,000 badly damaged, by 4 single 
fire. ; 

Less than the usual number of 
hill fires occurred in the New 
Territories. Fires of this na- 
ture, particularly those on the 
slopes of Taf Mo Shan and Lan 
Tao, destroy very large number 
of the local flora and fauna. 

The majority of both classes of 
fires appenred to have been caused 
by carelessness of grave wor- 
shippers and the dropping of 
lighted matches or tobneco, 

The total number of persons 
arrested and charged with forestry 
offences by Forest Guards was 
306 a8 against 234 in the pre- 
vious year. : ;

Ominous Crisis. 


Mr. MacDonald-stressed the fact 
that the -present crisis was the 
most ominous that had ever 
aflicted the world in peace time, 
and the’ eyes of the whole world 
were on Lausanne,

Mr, MacDonald endorsed the 
view of the Committee of Economic 
Experts that the adjustment of 
inter-governmental debts, to the 
existing state of the world ‘was 
the only lasting. step to re-establish 
confidence. He said the urgency 
of this matter had been reinforced 
by all that had since happened. 


Solution, Must be Quick. 


Mr, MacDonald, emphastaing 
the need for a speedy solution, 
said that an agreement reached 
quickly wag a hundred times more 
benefielal than one, painfully 
secured after a Jong drawnopt and 
irritating pettifogging discussion. 
He stressed the fact that the Con- 
ference was not concerned with 
technical details, but with broad 
principles. 

“One principle definitely before 
the Conference Is that an engage- 
ment solemnly entered into cannot 
be set aside by unilateral repudin- 
tion,” he declared, 

Mr. MacDonald concluded by 
appealing to the Conference to 
“fear nothing, and issue bold pro-

HERR HITLER ON 
HIS TACTICS 


NOT ANXIOUS FOR 
OFFICE 


Berlin, May 20, 

A coalition between the Nazis 
and the Centre Party in Prussia 
has been brought no nearer by 
Herr Hitler's address to the Prus- 
shin Deputies of his party yester- 
day and the comments of the Cen- 
tre Press upon it to-day. 


The National Socialist moves 
ment had not fought its way for 
thirteen years in order to continue 
the policy of the Germany of to- 
day in any sort of: coalition, he 
said. They were not fighting for 
ministerial posts, nor were they 
unxioug to enter the Government 
at any ‘price. 


They had the strongest position 
in Prussin that any party had 
ever had, and there could .be no 
Government without them. The 
Nazi deputies in the Prussian 
Dict, he said, formed the troops 
with which the final battle might 
be fought. The Nazt Party would 
base its policy on ice-cold con- 
siderations only, and the hopes of 
opponents that they would lose 
thein nerve at the Jast minute 
were illusory. 


Happy to Wait. 


Whether ITerr Hitler means that 
the party will enter into no conli- 
tion at all, or only into a coalition 
in which the representatives of 
the parties agree to make n com- 
plete break «with past policies ts 
not clear. If he uttered his some- 
what bombastic statement as a 
lint to the politicians of the 
Centre Party that he wished to be 
wooed; he will certainly be disap- 
pointed, _ :

DISCHARGED FUGITIVE ON 
ANOTHER INDICTMENT 


Arrested immediately after’ his 


discharge .on other proctedings,. 


Leung Cheung, who was described 
in the previous caso 98 boing oO 
subordinnte of General Chan 
_ Kwing-ming, appeared before Mr. 
Police 


fend a requisition made by the Can- 
ton Government for his extradition 
on allegations of being concerned 
in a kidnapping outrage on a tow 
boat in the vicinity of Kwai Chau, 
in Chineso Territory. 

Mr, R. EB. Lindsell (Public Pro- 
secutor) appeared for the Crown 
and first called ovidence of the 
arrest of the fugitive. 

Detective Sergeant ©. T, Byron 
stated that the fugitive was arrest- 
ed by virtue of a warrant in the 
Central Police Compound at 2.46 
p.m, on June 7 Inst. 

Mr. Lindsell said that it was 
perhaps only fair to the fugitive to 
explain to his Worship, if it was 
not already within his knowledge, 
that the fugitive had already been 
before a brother magistrate on an 
entirely different charge‘mnde by 
the Canton Government, which that 
Government had failed to aub- 
stantiate and on which the Magis- 
trate ordered his discharge. Im- 
mediately on that discharge he was 
re-arrested on further information. 

Continuing, Mr, Lindaell out- 
Iined the facts lending to the 
fugitives arrest and sald that the 
case would be quite ‘simple and 
short, ‘The principal witness who 
would be called by the Crown was 
a man who described himself as a 
saleaman of the banking  depart- 
ment of the Sincere Co, 

He made occasional visits to the 
country and on June 26, 1929, he 
had been on one of his periodical 
trips and had left Chu Lam on his 
way back to Hongkong about 9 p.m. 
on the day in question, Shortly 
afterwards, when [n the neighbour- 
hood of. place called Kwai Chau, 4 
Jaunch drew alongside the tow boat 
tn owhich the witness was a pase 
senger. ‘ , 

Between 30 and 40 bandits bonrd- 
ed the tow boat and took away the 
witness und a large number of 
other persons who were passengers 
on board, and whom the _, bandits 
held for ransom,’ Two days later 
the captives were mustered, after a 
cross country journey, and then 
the fugitive came into the picture. 

The witness, who was the only 
actual witness of the kidnapping, 
would say that he stood quite close 
to the fugitive whom he had 
already known by name, and on 
learning from someone else who the 
man was the witness took par- 
ticular note of him. There was a 
fite or a very bright light in the 
immediate vicinity and his features 
were unforgettably impressed on 
tho witness's memory. 

The fugitive’s part was to muster 
together and secure particulars 
from the passengers. The — wit- 
ness was kept -in captivity 
for over three months and was 
eventually released after his wife 
had paid $600, It was apparently 
on that account or on account of 
the intervention of soldiery that 
the man was released. Whether 
the soldiers were from Canton or 
not, the Crown had not been able 
to determine. 

The witness returned to

EXTENSIVE WORK TOWARDS 
‘PRESERVING VERDURE 


In his report on last year, the 
Superintendent .of the Botanical 
and Forestry Department states; 

The whole of the areas known 
an the Fountain and 
Terraces, in the Botanic Gardena, 
were tnken over by the Public 
Works Department for the site of 
a service reservolr, the formation 
of which was in progress at the 
end of the year, The loss of these 
two arens, which were covered 
with turf and flower beds, has 
detracted Much from the general 
appearance of the Old) Garden. 


The majority of the small trees, 


and shrubs were lifted and re- 
planted in various parts of the 
Colony, but trees which were too 
lurge for removal, had to be 
sacrificed. 

The gate in Albert Road, sen- 
erally known as the North West 
Entrance, will, in consequence of 
relevelling of the terrace, be of no 
further service and will most pro- 
bably be replaced by a new 
entrance in Albany Road, When 
the service reservoir is completed 
the roof will be covered with soll 
to form one Jarger flat nren In 
place of the two terraces on 
different levels, 

The area to the extreme south 
of the Old Garden. adjoining the 
junction of Garden and Bowen 
Rouds, which had not previously 
been developed, was cleared of 
wild trees and undergrowth; the 
whole of the slope was then 
‘trimmed and a portion turfed, in 
addition to greatly iniproving the 
appearance of the area, a clear 
view of both angles of Garden 
Road can now be obtained by 
udrivers of motor vehicles when 
approaching a dangerous turn.

He stressed the fact that the Con- 
ference was not concerned with 
technical details, but with broad 
principles, 

“One principle definitely before 
the Conference js that an engage- 
ment solemnly entered into cannot 
be set aside by unilateral repudia- 
tion,” he declared. ‘ 

Mr. MacDonald conckuded by 
appealing to the Conforence to

THE AUTHOR 
By EDWARD BOLLAND. 


ROM 1896 until shortly bofore 
hin’ death, Arnold Bennett 
set down. his thoughts, 

emotions and impreastons in 
Journals, running to, over a 
millfon words, which conatitute a 
continuous diary of the consider- 
ed (Evelyn) type In “The 
Journals of Arnold Bennett, 1896- 
1910" (Casscl, 108. Gd. net), edited 
by Nowmnan Flower, which is just 
published, we have the first of 
three volumes, which will be a 
complete record of his character 
and career from. within. Mr. 
Flower hag brushed away all the 
more dust of circumatance, ao to 
speak, from this record, and also 
cut out outspoken commenta and 
statements about people well- 
known and otherwise, which could 
not be left in with prudence. But 
he has not “bowdlerised” the 
diary, much less the dinrist, and 
he has provided) an excellent 
index. 


I think this first. volume will 
prove the most significant of the 
three, because It covera Arnold 
Bennett's life during his great 
creative period. It shows how n 
great novelist created himself; 
how the artist was evolved from 
the artisnn, the man of letters 
from the journalist, 


The man’s industry is amazing. 
He gives us surprising statistics 
of his unceasing productiveneass, 
Thus, on December 31, 1899, he 
tells us ‘he has written 336,340 
words during the year, and has had 
228 articles and stories published, 
His total earnings were £692 3s, 
dd, of which sum he had atlll to 
receive £72 10s. This prodigious 
activity was maintained year 
after year without a break, and 
on the Inst day of 1910.the follow- 
ing entry is found in his Journal; 
“This year have written 355,900 
words, including “Clayhanger,” 


traditional opithets used by 

irritated authors.

FORGED AUSTRALIAN 
NOTE, |: 


Mal Van-vui, an Annamite , ap- 
_ peared bofore Mr. Grantham at the 
Central Police Court this morning, 
charged with uttering a forged 
Commonwealth of Australia note 
at a money-changer’s shop in 
Connaught Road West.

An accountant from the money- 
changer'a shop stated that the de- 
fendant appeared at his shop at 
6.30 this morning, and, apeuking 
good Cantonese. tendered an Aus- 
trallan note with the request that 
it be changed into. its equivalent 
in local currency. 


“I found that the note wan 
forged,” -witness  snid. “The 
note in its ortyinal form was 4 
genuine half-sovereign note, but 
the figures and words had been 
erased, and the digita 10 and cor- 
responding lettering had been 
pasted over.” ‘ 


On being informed of the dis- 
covery, continued witness, the de- 
fendant demanded the note back,

A police whistle which witness 
sounded white giving chase to the

Sir,—With reference to the re- 
port in Wednesday's Hongkong 
Telegraph of a British blucjacket's 
death after a visit to a dentist, and 
the fining of two quacks $200 
each, yoodness only knows how 
very many of these cases there are 
not reported to the police or to 
our so-called Dental Board. The 
Police and Dental Board must get 
busy at once to clear up these 
quacks, ng they are a danger to the 
Colony. ~ 

I underatand there are now over 
100) of these quacks “dentists” 
here, and we have a dental law and 
adental beard to protect the 
puble. Ate they doing their 
duty? Now something haa been 
brought to light the authorities 
are getting busy. 

Some years ago the police used 
to round up these charlatans and 
put them out of business. A 
special inspector should be de- 
tniled to do this work conatantly, 
as once St ig relaxed it will start 
all over again, and history is just 
repeating itself, These quacks 
need constant watching, Any 
rickaha coolie can atart practic. 
tng “dentiatry” here, so long as 
he has a amall room with a chair 
and a pair of forceps, na there is 
nothing to prevent him from doing 
it, so long ag he is not caught when 
he hos done damage to the igno- 
rant publle, Though he is not re- 
siatered he is practising all the 
same, . 

Dentistry is a branch of medi- 
cine, and itis a subject oof the 
ulmost jmportanee, and should not 
be treated lightly 

if any quack tries lo practice 
medicine here, the Medical Board 
yet after him oat once, whereas 
when any quack practises dentis- 
try the Dental Board does, nothings. 
The Hongkong Dental Board is 
merely for registration of qualified 
dental practitioners and that is all, 
wud there ty nothing to prevent 
1,000 or more quacks from practic- 
ing. Some dental law! It was an 
accident that the Hongkong den- 
tal law came into being some years 
ago, Tt so happened that a Ger. 
man Jady, after being treated by 
a quack, had arsenie poisoning. 
Mo oand nearly 
died, the attending: doctor saving. 
her life. 

Punderstand the Dental Board is 
controlled by the Head of the 
Medical Department bere, where. 
ns it) ought to be controlled by 
dentists only, There mre not 
enough dentists on the Board at 
present. The Board ought to make 
it compulsory that when oan ine 
spector from the police jx seoinge 
round on his tour oof inspection 
periodically, say every fortnight, 
he should be aceompanied ty oa 
qualified dentist, the police te 
have full power to arrest the 
quacks. , 

These two men who have been 
fined $200 cach, Will they be allow. 
ed to continue their practice? Are 
measures being taken ta prevent 
them from doing so? 

Are these exempted dentists put 
through any dental examination 
before being allowed on the 
exempted list? A qualified dentist 
has to put in years of. studies and 
pass numerous examinations — get. 
ing his deyree.—-Yours ete.,

‘“MAN WHO KILLED. 
KITCHENER.” i 


New York, May 28. 

Fritz Joubert Duquesne, a for- 
mer German spy, arrested in New 
York’ to-day ag an excaped prison- 
er, has in his posseasion papers 
which contain mysterious refer- 
enco to-the sinking of H.M.8, 
Hampshire in which Lord Kitche- 
ner was lost 16 years ago. 


The man vanished from Pelle 
Vue Hospital, New York, on May 
27, 1919, aster the British Govern- 
ment had filed information with 
the Now York police that he wng 
believed to be connected with the 
explosion aboard the Hampshire. 


He was originally arrested here 
in December, 1927, on a charge of 
exploding bomb&é in n Brooklyn 
storage warehouse nnd then mak- 
ing an inaurance claim for £6,500 
worth of films he never owned. 


Scotland Yard's Request, 


At about the same time Scut- 
land Yard asked that he be detatn- 
ed on a charge of murder on the 
high seas, hut no extradition pro- 
ecedings appear te have been 
Jaunched, 


Ditqene was convicted onan 
arson charge and would have been 
sent to Sing Sing, had he not pre- 
tended to be stricken with para- 
Ivsis, He counterfeited this 
disense so cleverly that even the 
best doctors were deceived and he 
was sent to Belle Vue Hospital in 
an apparently hopeless condition. 

He cseuped from this — institu. 
tion, and no trace of him has been 
found untit to-day, when Detec- 
tive John Ford, of Detective II 
quarters, spotted him strolling 
along Brondway. 


Detective’s Oath. 


Detective Ford had sworn that 
he would never abandon the 
search for the.man who had fooled 
headquarters, and his sharp eyes 
have been scanning Brondway's 
ever-changing crowds “for 13 
years. He had a theory that his 
quarry would be tempted back to 
(he pleasure centre of America, 

The spy's arrest thus came as 
the climax to as thrilling a story 
of a detective’s tenacity as any- 
thing in Action. 


Along the sunny sidewalk of 
Upper Broadway this afternoon 
sauntered a debonair man-about- 
town, obviously prosperous and 
pleased with the world, 

Suddenly throtyh the crowd 
darted a little man with eves sharp 
aa a ferret's and clapped a hand 
on his: shoulder. 

“Your luck's out at last, Fritz 
Duquesne,” he said, 

The other wheeled and stared 
indignantly at this interruption of 
an avreeable atrol), 

“An outrage!” he exclaimed, 
“Do you realise who Lam? My 
name's Thomas de Trafford 
Craven.: I'ma British citizen of a 
well-known family engaged on an 
important mission in this country. 
Who are you?" ' 

The little man Inughed drily and 
produced an automatic pistol. 

“You know me well enough, I'm 
Detective Thomas Ford,’ of police 
headquarters, and [ never forget 
faces, I've been keeping watch for 
yours long enough. You-are Cap- 
tuin Fritz Duquesne, a supposed 
German spy, wanted by the Bri- 
tish Government for murder on 
the high seas and by the New York 
police as an esxeaped prisoner, We 
lost you exactly 13 years ago this 
week, and Hye never once given 
up looking for you.”

This was o really extraordinary 
performance, as. Lovelock ~was 
quite unpaced over the last quar- 
ter-mile, and finished apparently 
indistressed, The Oxford track 
isn third of a mile to the lap, and 
consequently is adways  ditheult 
for runners who are used to the 
orthodox quarter-mile course. 

I personully took the inter- 
medinte times at the quarter and 
half-mile stuges, and, though Tam 
not at all certain that these were 
correct, they give a xood idea of 
the pace of the race. At the quar- 
ter I clocked Lovelock at 67 2-h- 
sec, und as he padsed me he called 
out to his pacemnker to quicken. 
The half-mile for him was 2min, 
2sce., and the three-quarters $min 
Szec, * ; 

This ia certainly the most extra- 
ordinary mile that I have ever 
seen. Last Saturday this runner 
was struggling to do a thie more 
than ten seconds slower, yet to- 
day he put up a performance 
which at one bound raises, him 
into the Olympic class, He, of 
course, hails from New Zealond, 
and I imagine that he will be a 
welcome addition to then team, 
however, select that .small party 
may be, oy .

THE BOTANICAL . AND 
FORESTRY DEPT, 


EXTENSIVE WORK TOWARDS 
PRESERVING VERDURE 


In his report on last year, the 
Superintendent of the Botanical 
and. Forestry Department, states; 

The whole of the areas known 
as the Fountain ond Lower 
Terraces, in the Botanic Gardena, 
Were taken over by the” Public 
Works Department for the site of 
o service reservoir, the formation 
of which was in progress at the 
end of the year. The loss of these 
two areas, which were covered 
with turf and flowér beds, haa 


‘detrneted much from the fenoral 


appearance of the Old Garden, 
The mnjority of the small trees 
and shrubs were lifted and re- 
planted in various parts of the 
Colony, but trees which were too 
larye for removal, had to be 
anerificed, ‘ : 
The gate in Albert Road, gen- 
erally known as the North Weat 
Entrance, will, in conaequence of 
relevelling of the terrace, be of no 
further service and will most pro- 
unably be replaced by na now 
entrance in Albany Road. When 
the service reservoir ia completed 
the roof will be covered with ani 
to form one larger flat area in 
place of the two terraces on 
different levels, aN. 
The area to the extreme south 
of the Old Garden adjoining the 
junction of Garden and Rowen 
Roads, which had not previously 
been developed, was cleared of 
wild trees and undergrowth; the 
whole of .the slope was then 
trimmed and a portion turfed, in 
addition to grently improving the 
soppearance of the area, a clear 
view of both angles of Garden 
RNond can now be obtained by 
drivers of motor vehicles when 
approaching a dangerous turn, 


The Aviary. 


The aviary, with one exception, 
was stocked with birds which are 
natives of, or are found in South 
China, during the summer months. 

The total number of trees, 
shrubs and pot plants, sold during 
the year was 2,313, 

Plant specimens of, botanical 
interest and economic value’ and 
vegetable drugs were identified for 
local collectors and institutions 
outaide the Colony; small numbers 
of botanical apecimens were  sup- 
plied to various institutiona for

Forestry Work, 


The extension of old and forma- 
tion of new plantations, by means 
‘of sowings in situ and broadcast- 
ing of seeds of Pinus Marsoniana 
was earricd on both on the IsJand 
und in the New Territorics; owing 
fo the need for cconomy the nrens 
were not so extensive as those 
dealt with in’ previous — years, 
sowings in situ totalled only 
94,753 a4 against 277,193 In 1980. 
Areas dealt with were Mount 
Collinsan, hills above Stanley 
Mound Catchwater, Shek Li Pui 
reservoir and catchment, hills 
above Kowloon Tong, Taipo Kau 
Forestry Reserve and Fan Ling. 

During the year 65 fires oc- 
curred as against 24 in 1930; 
serious damage was done to 
plantations at Stanley, where 800 
pines were destroyed and over 
1,000 badly damaged, by a single 
fire. 

Less than the usual number of 
hill fires occurred in the New 
Territories. .Fireg of this na- 
ture, particularly those on the 
slopes of Tai Mo Shan and Lan 
Tao, destroy very large number 
of the local flora and fauna. 

The majority of both classes of 
fires appeared to -have been caused 
by carclesqness of grave wor- 
shippers and the dropping of 
Nghted matches or tobacco, 

The total number of . persons 
arrested and charged with forestry 
offences by Forest Guards was 
106 as against 234 jn the  pre- 
vious year. |”

WORD TO GERMANY 


_ Lausanne, June 16. 

“In the present crisis there ia no 
France, no Italy, Germany, Ameri- 
ca nor Great Britain, There is 
nothing smaller than the world. 
Thero is nothing Jesse than the 
syatem, which ix crumbling under- 
foot.” F 

This was the dramatic opening 
of the world inyportant Lausanne 
Confeyence to-day, by Mr. Ramaay 
MayDonald, Prime Minister of 
Grént Britain, after he had been 
alected Prerident. . 

In his‘opening address Mr. Mac- 
Donald reviewed the present world | 
crisis, and touching on the ques- 
tion of inter-Governmental débts, 
declared that their adjustment to 
the existing state of the world, 
was the only lasting step to re- 
establish confidence. 

“Fear nothing, and iasue bold | 
proposals,” waa his appeal to the | 
repre- 
sentatives, | 


Ominoura Crisis. 


Mr, MacDonald stressed the fact | 
that the present crisis was the | 
most ominoua that had ever 
afflleted the world in peace time, 
and the eyes of the whole world 
were on, Lausanne, 

Ile pointed out that internn- 
tional trade was perhaps leas than 
half of that in 1929, 
ployed totalled from 20 to 26 
millions. It was a world catas- 
trophé that was daily becoming 
worse, he declared; 

State after state had resorted 
to restrictions’ in order to protect 
thelr finnnees, which although 
unavoidable for the time being 
had been necensarily tightened to 
a stranglehold. ‘ This was not only 
involving the nations in human 
suffering, but was disrupting the 
organisation and psychology of 
the law and order of progress. 

After affirming that in 
this matter there was only 
the world to be considered. 
Mr. MacDonald declared that 
none could remain apart from the 
work of restoration, because none 
could eseape the 
miscrics, 5 : 


Must Pay Price. . 


“If it is proved that here and 
elsewhere we have been pursuing 
policies, violating the simplest of 
économie laws, every prompting 
wisdom, and commonsense surely 
compels us to return to better 
ways without delay, and pay the 
temporary price which such re- 
turn will exact, 

“I believe it can be done if wa 
have the clearness of vision and 
steadiness of nerve to do it,” 
declared. Mr. MacDonald. 

Mr. MacDonald endorsed the 
view of the Committee of Economic 
Experts that the adjustment of 
inter-governmental debts, to the 
existing state of the world was 
the only lasting step to re-establish 
confidence. He said the urgency 
of this matter had been relnforced 
by all’ that had since happened. 


Solution Must be Quick, 


Mr. MacDonald, emphasising 
the need for a speedy solution 
said that an agreement reached 
quickly was 4 hundred times more 
beneficial than one, painfully 
secured after a long drawnout and 
irritating pettifogging discuasion. 
He stressed the fact that the Con- 
forence was not concerned with 
technical details, but with broad 
principles. 

“One principle definitely before 
the Conference is that an engage- 
ment solemnly entered into cannot 
bo set aside by unilateral repudia- 
tion,” he déclared. 

Mr. MacDonald concluded by 
appenling to the Conference to 
“fear nathing, and issue bold pro- 
posala, vhich by thelr very char- 
ncter, must command the support 
of the whole world,”—Reuter.

The Earl of Rosebery has offer- 
ed hin villa of Naples to the Goy- 
ernment of Italy, for use as a 
“Chequers.”

Sir,—With, reference to the re- 
port in| Wednesday's Hongkong 
Telegraph of a British bluejncket’s 
death after a visit toa dentist, and 
the fining of “two quacks $200 
each, goodness only knows how 
very many of these cases there are 
not reported to the police or to 
our so-called Dental Board. The 
Police and Dental Board must get 
busy unt oncer to clenr up these 
quacks, as they are a danger to the 
Colony. ‘ 

T understand there are now over 
100 of these quacks “dentists” 
here, and we have a dental law and 
n dental bonrd to protect the 
public. Are they doing their 
duty? Now something has been 
brought to light the authorities 
are getting busy. 

Some years ago the police used 
to round up these charlatans and 
put them out of business, A 
special Inspector should be de- 
triled to do this work constantly, 
as once it ig relaxed it will start 
all over again, and history is juat 
repeating itself, These quacks 
need constant watching. Any 
rickaha coolie can start practle- 
ing “dentistry” here,'no long as 
he has a small room with a chair 
and no pait of forceps, as there is 
nothing to prevent him from doing 
it, ao long as he fs not caught when 
he has done damaye to the igno- 
rant public, Though he is not re- 
sintered he is practising all the 
same, ; 

Dentiatey is a branch of medi- 
cine, and it is a subject of the 
utmost importance, and should not 
be treated lightly. 

If any quack tries te practice 
medivine here, the Medical Board 
geloafter him at once, whereas 
when any quack practises dentis- 
try the Dental Board does nothing. 
The Hongkong Dental Board — is 
merely for registration of qualified 
dental practitioners and thatis all, 
and there ia nothing; to prevent 
1,000 or more quacks from practice 
ini, Some dental law! Tt wan an 
necident that the Hongkeng den- 
tal law came into being some years 
nyo. Tt so happened that a Ger- 
man Indy, after. being treated by 
a quack, bad arsenic poisoning 
and became very ill and nearly 
died, the attending doctor saving. 
her life. 

Lunderstand the Dental Board is 
controlled by the Head of the 
Medical Department here, where- 
na it ought to be controlled by 
dentists only. . There are not 
enough dentists on the Bourd at 
present. ‘The Board ought fo make 
it compulsory that when an in- 
spector from the poltee ix ying 
round on his tour of inapection 
periodically, say every fortnight, 
he should be accompanied by a 
qualified dentist, — the police to 
have full, power to arrest the 
quacks,

fined $200 cach, will they be thelowe 
ed to continue their practice? * Are 
mensures being taken te prevent 
them from doit so? ‘ 
Are these exempted dentists put 
through any dental examination 
before being allowed on the 
exempted list?

GOODWILL ACTION. 

Britain had made’ a great con- 
tribution to goodwill by their 
own action in this matter and they 
Jelieved that their gesture would 
be reciprocated,

DISCHARGED FUGITIVE ON 
- ANOTHER INDICTMENT 


Arreated immediately after his 
discharge on other proceedings, 
Leung Choung,.who,was described 
in tho previous caso os being a 
subordinate of General Chan 
Kwing-ming, appoared beforo Mr. 
Grantham at’ the Central Police 
Court yesterday afternoon to do- 
fend n requisition mado by the Can- 
ton Government for his extradition 
on allegations of being concerned 
in a kidnapping outrage on a tow 

| bont in the vicinity of Kwai Chau, 
in Chinese Territory. 

Mr. R. E. Lindsell (Public Pro- 
saccutor) appeared for the, Crown 
and first called avidence of the 
arrest of the fugitive. 

"Detective Sergeant C. T. Byron 
atated that tho fugitive was arreast- 
ed by virtue of a wafrant in tho 
Central Polico Compound at 2.46 
p.m, on June 7 Jast. 

Mr. Lindscll sald that it was 
perhaps only fair to the fugitive to 
explain to his Worship, if it was 
not already within his knowledge. 
that the fugitive had already been 
before a brother magistrate on an 
entirely different charge made by 
the Canton Government, which that 
Government had failed to sub- 
stantlate and on which the Magls- 
trate ordered his discharge. Im- 
medintely on that discharge he was 
re-arrested on further information, 

Continuing, Mr. Lindasell out- 
lined the facts lending ‘to the 
fugitive’s arrest and said that the 
case would be quite simple and 
short. The principal witness who 
would: be called by the Crown was 
a man who described. himself ag a 
salesman of the banking  depart- 
ment of the Sincere Co. 

He made occasional visits to the 
country and-on June 26, 1929, ho 
had been on one of his periodical 
trips and had Jeft Chu Lam on his 
way back to Hongkong about 9 p.m.
